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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 4, 6 and 9-12 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 4, 6 and 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Considering independent claims 1, 6, 9 and 12 and its 
respective dependent claims, if any, it should be clearly brought out in the independent claims 
that the dual receiver is a single body unit comprising the first and second valves. Also, it should 
be clearly recited in the independent claims that the nozzle is removably connected to the inlet of 
the dual receiver for directly opening the first valve, in order for the fluid to pass through the jet 
sensor and into the second chamber of the dual receiver and activating the second valve to the 
valve open position. This permits the fuel to flow through the dual receiver and into the tank. 
Finally, it should be clearly brought out in the independent claims that when the fluid level 
reaches the passageway in the sensor, it causes the flow from the fuel nozzle to be interrupted 
and no flow passes through the jet sensor and into the second valve chamber. This cause the 
second valve to return to its closed position, thereby interrupting the fuel flow into the tank. 
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Clarification of the above noted observations is hereby requested. If the claims are 
amended in a manner as to obviate the above observations, this case would appear to be in 
condition for allowance.
